A  NEW  "NEWSLETTER" 


The  Glen  Park  Newsletter,  after 
over  three  years  of  publication, 
has  reached  maturation.  As  of  the 
June  1978  issue,  the  Newsletter's 
format  will  undergo  a  complete 
metamorphisis. 

The  new  format  calls  for  eight 
pages,  typeset  and  printed  on 
newspaper  stock  with  the  addition 
of  photos  and  graphics.  Aside  from 
a  physical  change,  the  "new" 
newspaper  will  expand  its  cover- 
age. Of  course,  news  and  issues 
pertaining  to  Glen  Park  and  its 
residents  will  continue  to  be 
the  focus. 

Publication  deadlines,  begin- 
ning with  the  June  issue,  will 
be  pushed  back  one  week  in  order 
to  give  you  more  notice  of  month- 
ly meetings  of  the  Glen  Park  As- 
sociation. 

In  addition,  we  plan  to  broad- 
en the  editorial  base  by  show- 
casing such  features  as  a  "Letter 
to  the  Editor"  column,  a  "Class- 
ified" section,  monthly  inter- 
views with  people  who  directly 
affect  Glen  Park's  daily  life, 
columns  by  and  for  children  and 
our  elderly  residents,  poetry, 
fiction,  photography,  comics, 
music  and  restaurants.  We'll 
cover  political  issues — local, 
city  and  statewide  which  affect 
Glen  Park;  schools,  library 
news  and  other  items  vital  to 
our  community.  And  we  plan  to 
present  our  newspaper  in  both 
a  serious  and  sometimes  humor- 
ous manner  but  always  in  an  up- 
beat, positive  fashion. 

We  need  your  help.  There  is  a 
wealth  of  talent  among  the  res- 
idents of  Glen  Park  and  there  is 
a  need  to  bring  a  larger,  more 
professional  newspaper  to  our 
little  village.  We  intend  to  do 
so  by  tapping  into  that  talent 
pool  as  extensively  as  possible. 

We  know  there  are  writers, 
editors,  photographers,  poets, 
advertising  people,  graphic 
persons,  production  people  and 
others  out  there  willing  to  work 
on  the  new  paper.

FINE  U»D 
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BY-LAWS  REVISIONS 

It's  time  to  revise  the  GPA 
By-Laws.  The  present  set  of  By- 
Laws,  perfectly  adequate  at  the 
time  they  were  written,  no  long- 
er serve  the  needs  of  an  Asso- 
ciation which  is  rapidly  expand- 
ing in  numbers  and  interests. 

The  existing  By-Laws  state 
that  amendments  can  only  be  made 
during  certain  months,  April 
being  one  of  these,  and  the  pro- 
posed amendments  "must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  membership  in 
writing  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  their  presentation  for 
adoption."  Therefore,  the  By- 
Laws  committee  will  provide 
several  copies  of  the  pro- 
posed By-Laws  for  examination 
at  the  March  meeting  so  that 
they  can  be  voted  on  at  the 
April  meeting.  Some  of  the 
more  significant  changes  pro- 
posed are: 

-Establishing  boundaries  for 

voting  membership. 
-Adding  the  Past  President 
to  the  Board  of  Directors 
(as  voted  on  at  the  January 
General  Meeting) . 
-Adding  the  heads  of  the 
standing  committees  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 
-Creating  a  Constitution  to 
include  the  more  permanent 
provisions. 
-Clarifying  the  roles  of  the 

various  officers. 
-Naming  the  standing  commit- 
tees and  stating  their  duties. 
-Expanding  the  purposes  to 
include  the  promoting  of 
sociability  and  friendship. 
-Changing  the  quorum  from  15 
to  25  at  general  membership 
meetings.

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GLEET  PARK  MERCHANTS 

The  second  joint  Board  Meet- 
ing of  the  Glen  Park  Merchants 1 
Association  and  the  Glen  Park 
Association  was  held  recently 
at  The  Lodge,  where  refresh- 
ments were  generously  provided. 
Both  groups  acknowledged  that 
it  would  be  unrealistic  to  ex- 
pect agreement  on  every  issue 
that  comes  up  (zoning  for  ex- 
ample) ,  but  that  everyone 
would  be  honest  about  differences 
and  would  continue  to  work  to- 
gether on  common  issues. 

One  point  of  agreement  was 
the  importance  of  the  Mer- 
chants1 Association  to  the 
neighborhood.  The  GPA  Board 
members  expressed  their  de- 
sire for  all  merchants  and  owners 
of  commercial  property  to  join 
the  Glen  Park  Merchants'  and 
Improvement  Association. 

Both  groups  also  agreed  that 
if  Glen  Park  residents  want  an 
attractive  and  well-maintained 
shopping  area  they  must  patron- 
ize the  local  businesses.  More 
neighborhood-serving  businesses 
are  likely  to  locate  in  Glen 
Park  if  they  know  that  the  res- 
idents shop  there. 

The  Board  meeting  ended  on  a 
definite  note  of  cooperation 
and  optimism  (and  ribaldry).

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MAKING  YOUR  MONEY  WORK 

The  Ides  of  April  is  upon  us! 
With  the  advent  of  tax  time, 
most  of  us  are  probably  becom- 
ing concerned.  This  column  will 
attempt  to  provide  solace  for 
those  of  us  who  avoid  dealing 
with  tax  exemptions  until  two 
weeks  before  April  15th.  Of 
course,  we  must  save  our  re- 
ceipts because  sales  tax  is  de- 
ductible (as  is  interest  paid 
on  charge  accounts).  But  who 
among  us  is  so  attentive  to 
such  details?  Following  are 
some  reasonable  possibilities: 

If  you  itemize  your  return, 
be  sure  to  take  advantage  of 
all  deductions  that  are  allow- 
ed you.  People  who  own  a  home 
realize  that  they  can  take  a 
deduction  on  property  taxes. 
Other  allowable  deductions  in- 
clude your  automobile  if  you 
use  it  for  business.  This  is 
an  area  that  should  not  be 
discounted;  you  must  keep 
accurate  records  of  mileage 
used  for  business  and  non- 
business. The  IRS  has  just 
increased  the  business  mileage 
deduction  from  150  to  170  a 
mile.  Non-business  mileage  is 
still  100  a  mile.  If  you  drive 
on  business  frequently,  your 
mileage  deductions  may  be  much 
more  in  a  given  year  than 
taking  depreciation  (depre- 
ciation being  a  method  whereby 
your  automobile  purchase  price 
is  depreciated  over  a  five  year 
period).  If  you  don't  use  your 
car  for  business,  you  can  still 
take  a  deduction  on  gasoline 
sales  tax.  Just  multiply  your 
total  yearly  bills  by  .065  and 
you  have  your  deductible  amount. 

If  you  use  a  room  of  your  home 
for  business  transactions,  you 
may  be  able  to  take  a  deduction 
on  partial  rent,  utilities  and 
phone.  The  1976  Tax  Reform  Act 
has  made  deductions  in  this  area 
much  more  difficult.  For  one 
thing,  you  must  operate  your 
business  out  of  your  home  at 
least  50%  of  the  time  and  the 
room  (or  rooms)  used  must  be 
strictly  for  business  purposes. 

If  you  belong  to  a  union  or 
use  uniforms  in  the  performance 
of  your  work,  take  deductions 
on  dues,  uniform  purchase  and

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cleaning  bills.  If  your  em- 
ployer requires  you  to  have  a 
telephone  or  any  other  special 
equipment  or  requirements,  be 
sure  to  include  those  bills  in 
your  deductions. 

If  you  made  an  investment  in 
real  estate,  stocks  or  bonds, 
sold  and  made  a  profit,  you  may 
be  eligible  for  paying  long 
term  Capital  Gains  Tax  (25%) 
instead  of  income  tax.  Previous 
to  1977,  the  eligibility  for 
this  favorable  tax  was  that 
you  had  to  have  held  the  prop- 
erty for  6  months  or  longer. 
For  the  current  tax  year, 
eligibility  term  is  9  months 
and  the  Tax  Reform  Act  is  in- 
creasing the  eligibility  term 
in  1978  to  12  months,  and  there 
is  talk  of  eventually  increasing 
it  to  3  years. 

Don't  forget  losses  incurred 
during  the  year.  If  you  bought 
stock  and  took  a  loss,  don't 
just  kick  yourself  for  making 
a  bad  investment.  Take  the  tax 
deduction  that  is  due  you. 
Another  loss  deduction  would  be 
in  the  case  of  real  estate  in- 
vestment. 

If  you  have  rental  property, 
you  can  take  deductions  on  ad- 
vertising, utilities,  insurance, 
repairs  and  auto  expense  in  get- 
ting to  the  property.  If  you 
paid  a  gardner  or  cleaning  per- 
son wages  during  the  year,  be 
sure  to  take  a  deduction  on 
those  expenses. 

All  of  us  receive  solicitations 
during  the  year  for  contributions 
and  most  of  us  send  an  odd  $5 
or  #10  occasionally.  Don't  just 
put  those  contributions  in  the 
circular  file.  If  you  haven't 
saved  your  receipts,  look  back 
in  your  checkbook  and  add  up 
all  your  contributions.  It 
may  only  add  up  to  $50  or 
$60,  but  when  taken  as  a  de- 
duction, that  seemingly  small 
amount  may  make  the  difference 
in  a  lower  tax  bracket  for  the 
rest  of  your  taxable  income. 
Also,  if  you  join  protection- 
ist or  environmentalist  organ- 
izations, contributions  may 
be  deductible.  Take  the 
trouble  to  ask.  In  addition, 
mileage  for  charitable  work 
may  be  deducted. 

Other  allowable  deductions 
include : 


Car  licenses. 

State  income  taxes  paid. 

Interest  on  personal  loans, 
mortgages,  credit  union  or  life 
insurance  loans. 

Prepayment  charges  on  loans. 
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Finance  charges  on  credit 
cards  (most  companies  provide 
you  with  a  year-end  state- 
ment ) . 

Moving  expenses  (if  you  moved 
for  employment  reasons,  at 
least  30  miles) . 

Business  expenses  including 
stationery  supplies,  phone, 
trade  journal  subscriptions, 
professional  dues,  business 
cards,  advertising,  gifts  to 
customers,  postage  and  tele- 
grams. 

Medical  and  Dental  expenses, 
eyeglasses  and  hearing  aids 
(that  were  not  paid  by  Medical 
Insurance)  and  mileage  in  your 
car,  cab  or  bus  fares  to  re- 
ceive medical  aid. 

Whether  or  not  you  pay 
attention  to  and  take  advantage 
of  your  allowable  deductions, 
can  make  a  sizeable  difference 
in  what  Uncle  Sam  gets. 

This  is  by  no  means  a  com- 
plete listing  of  deductions 
and  many  of  them  may  not  apply 
to  you.  One  answer  in  preparing 
your  return  is  to  ask  a  pro- 
fessional. He  or  she  may  have 

suggestions  that  I  have  not 
included  here.
